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On 11 March 1953, there wae a Ch'olsan Monazite MineatXE-3905 near Changhyon 
(N 39*Vf, ® 124-37) (XE-3805) which normally employed 2,000 men the year-round.l 
In April 1952, the workers were euppleaentad hy 10,000 conscrlpted laborers at 
the mine. 

During 1952 the ore was mined manually and the refined monastte was sent by truck 
to the Ch'aryon'gwan Railroad Station (N 39*51# E 124-43) (XE-460126), then by 
rail through Sinuiju and Harbln to Manohouli (N 49»36# . 11-117*27) -where Soviet 
officials forward the ipAterlal to USSR and send a receipt to the North Korean 
Minis try of Heavy Industry. The total recelpts for 1952 vere w 507 ,646,000 North 
Korean von of Which 329,970,000 won were der Iva d from the Ch'olsan Mine produots. 

On 15 January 1953, the North Korean Ministry of Heavy Iftdustry issued Ordar 
Number 11 which s tat ed that s 
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a. The Ch'olsan Mine productlon would be meohanized. 
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b. The refinery plant lind other installations would be moved underground. 


e. The installations Would be oonstructed and repaired'to allow year-round 
operation. 
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
